Explorer to Investigate Theory of Sub- 
Polar Archipelago. 

Washington, Feb. 10.— On the theory 
of the existing Arctic regions of enor- 
mous archipelago as yet unexplored ly- 
ing •between the [Parry islands and 
Wrangel land of the Siberian coast.

Splendid weather 
conditions have had much to do with 
ihe improvement in the market and the 
good work (kmc by the Tourist Associa- 
tion in bringing to •the city, people with 
means, who, taking advantage of the 
line weather to get around, have become 
captivated with Victoria and its en- 
virons and have decided to own a pieee 
of the eartl) here and build their future 
home. 

"I might also say that local condi- 
tions, as to the holding of large tracts 
of Sand, are such, that capital has not 
been inclined to secure properties of sev- 
eral acres in extent, grade roads, lay 
sidewalks and sub-divide the same into I 
residence sites as is ko frequently done | 
in other cities.

Most Powerful Battleship Afloat 
Sets Many New 
Records. 



Portsmouth, Eng., Feb. lu.— The 
monster battleship prcadriaught, which 
when finished will have cost $7,500,000, 
was launched here today by King Ed- 
ward. 



The launching of the Droiidnaught, 
the largest and most powerful battle- 
ship of the world's navies, marks the 
first stage In what the British admir- 
alty claim as the greatest achieve- 
ment in naval construction. On Octo- 
ber 2, 1905, only a few days over four j j jjj'n" 
months ago. work was commenced at 
Portsmouth on the vessel, the first of 
what is to be known as the Dread- 
naught class. The promise was mad 
then that she would be 
within six months. The admiralty 
have more than made good their boast, 
and Britishers have another cause for 
pride In their navy. Another twelve 
months, all going well, the Dread- 
naught will be commissioned and join 
Hie Atlantic tleet. thus beating all pre- 
vious records in battleship building by 
six months. There are two reasons 
why work is being rushed on the 



hallleship in the world to be driven by 
turbines. Those engines will supply the 
power Sov four propellers, two more 
than any previously built British linttle- 
Hhins, which should make her the fastest 
ship of her class alkult. Another advant- 
age of the turbines, as shown by the 
powerful machine!? of the ("annua is that 
gunners will have a stauder deck from 
which to handle the guns.

Seal Herds 



Aflent Says Present Regulations 
Can Continue With Diminu- 
tion or Increase. 



In a Year or Two Ratio of Adult 
Male Life In Herds Will 
Be Restored.

Washington, 1). ('., February 3.— 
(Special)— In a special report, chief 
agent Lomblcey in charge of the seal 
herds on the t'ribyldffs for the United 
Slates government says that in the past 
.season, he and his assistants made ll 
most, careful census of the seal herd on 
both Si. Paul ami SI. George Islands, 
and there are now avilable the first re- 
liable figures not only as lo the total 
number of seals on the two islands, but 
the number i of each class, so that the 
representatives of the trade are able to 
judge for themselves us to the probable 
supply in years to come. 

An even more important feature of 
Mr. Lcmbkey's report is his statement 
with regard to the operation of the 
Hitchcock regulations, and his recommen- 
dation that they he enforced fur two or 
three years longer without any dimin- 
ution or increase in the Quota of nidus 
to be taken by lessees. This means that 
for at least two years to-come the trade 
can count upon 15,000 high grade skins 
from this source. Another important 
statement made by Mr. Lembkey is that 
the segregation of three-year-old males 

at the beginning of the season of I I 

according to the Hitchcock regulations, 
•has had a very beneficial effect upon 
'lie herd. He does not hesitate to pre- 
dict taut in a year or two the proper 
ratio of adult male life in the herd will 
have been restored. 

Mr. Lembkey's census of the islands is 
summarized by him in very interesting 
fashion in part as follows: 

"There were 1,758 breeding bulls and 
78,83(5 adult cows present on the two 
islands this season, together with 141 
idle hulls. In addition to this number 
of breeding souls it is now desired to 
estimate, in accordance with the direc- 
tion of the department, the total number 
of individuals in all classes of -seal life 
on the two islands. 

"In computing the number of half 
bulls present on. tho islands, reference 
is had, of course, to the large seals re- 
jected from the drives during the sea- 
son. On -St. Paul island last summer 
721 rejections occurred bet ween the 
ages of 4 and 7 years. To these must 
bo added "IliO 4-ycnr-olds branded the 
year before and appearing in the drives 
this year, making a total number fit bil 
rejections on St. Paul island of voting 
male seals over -1 years of iige. On SI. 
George, island Mr. Chishester noted 177 
dismissals of seals between the ages of 
4 and years, both inclusive. The num- 
ber of branded 4-year olds seen there 
probably will bring up that number to 
185. There wore therefore, on both isl- 
ands l.tVJIi rejections of young seals 
above tho age of 4 and 8 years. 

,l lt was estimated by me last your 
thai, at least 50 per cent more animals 
of this class were in existence than were 
seenin the drives. While tho estimate 
is believed to be too low, it was adopted 
because of the desire to be well within 
the actual number. 

-On this basis the addition "f 50 pel' 
cent to the number of large young re- 
jections found on both islands would 
show 1,53!) young males present be- 
tween the ages of 4 and 7 years. The 
number is nearly fiUO in excess of that 
for the same class of animals present the 
preceding year. This increase is due di- 
rectly to tho enforcement of the regultt- 
lations restricting the killing on the isl- 
ands. 

"One thousand 3-yenr-old bachelors 
were branded this summer on the islands 
The killings on St. Paul contained ap- 
proximately 1,050 skins, weighing be- 
tween 7 l-'2 and pounds, first Inclu- 
sive, thus making 2,i35Q' of this class 
handled. By consulting the table of re- 
jections we liud that 37 per cent were 
not present in any subsequent drive. Us- 
ing this percentage as a basis, and in- 
creasing the number found this summer 
(2,050) by 37 percent, a total is reached 
of 3,030 3-year-olds present this sea- 
son. Deducting the number killed (1,- 
050) there would then remain at the 
close of the season 1,!I80 3-year-old 
males. 

"On the two islands 7,200 2-year-olds 
remained at the end of the season of 
1005. It was estimated by me in 1004 
that 21.324 yearling bachelors were then 
present. They would, of course, return 
to tho islands in 10(15 as two-year-olds. 
An opportunity is had, therefore, of 
testing the value of the former estimate. 
The catch this year included approxi- 
mately 12.000 2-year-old skins. Adding 
to these the 7,200 2-year-olds estimated 
as still remaining, would give 10,200 2- 
vear-olds accounted for. The difference 
between the estimate and (lie number 
returning to the islands, as hi the case 
of 3-year-olds, may easily be accounted 
for when animals not driven are con- 
sidered as well as mortality at sea. 

■•It was estimated last year that 21,- 
1324 vending females were present. By 

' the methods used last year it was cs- 
I tiiuuted also that 30 per cent of t>!5 
I yearlings of one season would perish 
I iliiring the migration which they would 
make before they would return to the 
islands as 2-year-olds. Applying (bis 
reduction to (be 21,324 yearling rows 
of 1004 would bring back 14,027 2-year- 
olda cows for 1H05 to be well within the 
actual number present. 

"In nun it was estimated thai 87,- 

585 pups were born on the two islands. 
Assuming thai they were equally divid- 
ed ns regards sex, and allowing a 50 
per cent mortality as having taken place 
during their first migration, would bring 
hark In the Islands in 1005, 21,80(1 year- 
ud 21,81X1 yearling females.

The ex- 
tract from Mr. Lucas s paper is here 
given, as the statement of a scientist, 
at. a time when the condition unclec dis- 
cussion was expected never to occur: 

" 'The size of the harems and the 
number of surplus hulls is a safe guide 
to the condition of the rookeries for 
breeding purposes, the increase or de- 
crease of the total U.unvber of seals be- 
ing naturally quite another thing, al- 
I hough ll"' two should be carefully colli- 
, pared with one another, if the number 
of surplus bulls is large and the size of 
harems small, either Hie rookeries nre 
shrinking or the number of bulls in- 
creasing, and immediate steps should be 
taken to ascertain which i s the case, in 
order lo decide whether more seals may 
he advantageously killed, or whether 
there is an unexpected number of deaths 
among the cows. The total disappear- 
ance of (he idle, waiting, or reserved! 
bulls, us they have been variously called, 
would be a wiirnin^_oi' the most emphat- 
ic nature to iniuTeulntely lessen the 

number In be killed I'm- since the seal 
herd is fur a great portion of the year 
quite beyond the control of mail, ii 'will 
always l' 1 ' necessary to allow a liberal 
margin of bulls for breeding purposes.' 

In conclusion Mr. Leuibkey attributes 
the scarcity of bulls to the close kill- 
ing on land, ami points out that simi- 
lar conditions have occurred on the 
Russian islands. He suysi 

"The present scarcity of bulls is at- 
tributable directly to close killing on 
land, from which not enough bachelors 
were allowed to escape from the kill- 
ing liehls to maintain the requisite pro- 
portion "f bulls. 

"For die lust two years, however, reg- 
ulations have been in force on the isl- 
ands as the result of which a consid- 
erable number of bachelors are exempt- 
ed from killing and allowed to escape 
The animals thus saved are not old 
enough to appear upon the rookeries. It 
will ,be necessary for two more years 
to elapse before these animals :uay be 
counted upon. From that time, how- 
ever, with the continuance of the regu- 
lations it is believed that an ample sup- 
ply of bulls will be present. 

"Since it appears that a scarcity of 
bulls is threatened on the islands, and, 
in fact, has occurred actually on sev- 
eral of the rookery spaces on St. Paul, 
any change in the present regulations 
looking to a lessening of the restric- 
tions placed on killing on the islands 
would be wholly unwise. 

"The effect of these regulations can 
not be felt, before 1007, as has in ef- 
fect been stated. During the interval 
which must elapse before that time, n 
steady decrease in bulls will bo encoun- 
tered. The closest killing on land oc- 
curred, during the seasons of 1002 and 
1903, In the latter season the lessees 
released from the drives on St. Paul 
only 083 small seals, This practi- 
cal annihilation of bachelors, for this 
year will be felt, on the rookeries four 
years thereafter, or in 1!)07. 

"Since we nre obliged to face in 1900 
and 1007 this extra heavy decrease oc- 
curring from the closer killing in 1902 
and 1003, no reduction in the number 
of bachelors now saved on the islands 
should be made until the rookeries them- 
selves show an influx of male life suf- 
ficient to more, -than offset the yearly 
mortality. . , \, 

"The condition of a scarcity of bulls 
on certain rookeries and the presence of 
bachelors among the cows lias existed 
years. On the rookeries of Bering isl- 
and, it 1ms been the practice, in obtain- 
mid, it has ben the practice, in btain- 
lllg bachelors tfor killing, to drive off 
the entire rookery in order to pick out 
the bachelors from among the cows nnd 
pups. It is stated by Doctor Stejneger, 
in his report on the Commander islands, 
that this is no new feature due to the 
decrease in seals, ami that the same 
thing took place in 1882 and 188", in 
the palmiest days of the sealing busi- 
ness. 

"It must not he overlooked, however, 
that the rookeries on which Doctor Slej- 
neger states this unusual driving occurs, 
in recent years have hml few bulls and 
a largo average harem, On page 90 of 
the report cited it is stated that in the 
drive of North Rookery, August 22, 1805 
.",.000 cows ainl only 8 bulls were driven. 
While this was so late in the season ns 
•to form no idea as to the number of 
bulls present at the season's height, it 
shows, at least, that hulls there were 
very scarce. On .South Rookery, in Ju- 
ly, 1807, on this same island, Doctor 
Stejneger counted 52(J cows ami only 2 
bulls. 

"While nm desiring to oppose Doctor 
Stejncger's theory that a sufficiency of 
bulls was present on those rookeries, 1 



desire lo point out that the presence of 
bachelors among cows found coincident 
with n scarcity of bulls on both the Com- 
mander and the I'rihilof islands. 

Without hazarding any opinion as to 
tile cause of this condition on the Com- 
lilnnder islands, our judgement is that 
on the I'rihilofs the presence of bache- 
lors among cows in such unusual num- 
bers is due to n scarcity of bulls."

IN THE MATTER OF TEMPERANCE 

Rev. R. J. Mclntyrc writes a letter in 
criticism of our editorial of Thursday 
last. We presume that tho object of 
<lelii.vin£ it until this morning is that it 
may have the advantage oC the greater 
number of Sunday readers, who have 
the leisure to carefully peruse the 
newspaper. To that, however, we enter 
no objection, as its general tenor will not 
tend to impress them "with the force of 
his reply. Indeed, it is scarcely worthy 
of serious consideration, nnd, we regret 
to say, is much beneath the dignity and 
moral quality of a man who wears the 
livery Of one who preached the Sermon 
on the Mount. We can understand 
without further evidence that lie was of 
those responsible for the ethics displayed 
on the occasion of the meeting and we 
are sorry Hiiit tho cause witli which he 
is identified had not been more worthily 
"represented. Gentlemen, not to speak of 
teachers of Christian principles, are 
above making (lie petty insinuations ami 
imputing the mean motives of which' his 
remarks are mainly made up. In re- 
gard, therefore, to the major portion of 
bis communication it may be disregard- 
ed, as having been much better unsaid 
on his part and carrying with it its own 
refutnion. 

Mr. Mclntyre asks a question, which 
is the single grain of wheat in a bundle 
of chaff. (Jut of a number or questions, 
more or less impertinent, he asks one 
that is proper and pertinent. The Col- 
onist suggested for their own good 
and the credit of their cause that the 
promoters of the agitation should pro- 
ceed on right lines. What are the right 
lines? the reverend gentleman asks. We 
■are pleased to give what we consider 10 
ihe an adequate reply. There are n num- 
IbeP of saloons and nominal hotels in the 
city, in excess of any normal require- 
ment, which have been brought into ex- 
istence under the aegis and authority of 
ihe present system. Professing to be- 
lieve in methods of fair play we contend 
that it would be an unjust thing to cut 
them off without warning. In any event, 
everything depends upon the will of the 
people, Under our system of popular 
government if the majority of. the citi- 
zens want to have the present number 
of drinking places, they are entitled to 
liave it, or, on the contrary, to have 
it reduced. A similar proposition was 
brought before the ratepayers in Tor- 
onto n short time ago and a vote was 
taken during the general municipal elec- 
tions as to whether a reduction should 
be made or not. It happened in Toronto 
thai the proposition to reduce the num- 
ber of licences was defeated by n con- 
siderable majority. Toronto is a city 
in whlch-meh of Mr. Mclntyre's stamp 
arc very much chore in evidence than in 
Victoria. Wo believe that the majority 
of tho voters in Victoria would be ill 
favor of a reduction; hut that is neither 
here nor I here. The first step that 
should be taken is to ascertain the wishes 
of the whole of the people in the city at 
a convenient date, say at the the next 
general polling. In the meantime, we 
would urge strict and proper regulation 
of all the licenced places in the city, 
and in this connection we commend 
lor serious consideration the sugges- 
tions made by Mr. Musgrave in 
a letter in yesterday's Colonist. The 
nbllcy of the city should be con- 
stantly in the direction of reduction 
anil common sense regulation. When 
the time comes that the people of the 
City are largely in favor of abolishing 
saloons and unnecessary drinking places 
and express their opinions through (lie 
■ballot boxes to that effect, saloons should 
go. 

There is only one further observation 
thai may be necessary in dealing with 
Mr. Mclntyre's letter. When a public 
meeting is culled every person is entitled 
to attend it. If the majority of that 
meeting expresses itself in opposition to 
a resolution, that represents the- feeling 



of the meeting and cannot by any stretch 
of the moral law be construed to be 
the opposite. And here is where the 
writer falls into a pit dug by himself. 
He argues against tiie assumption that 
the resolution did uot carry, and com- 
plains in the same breath that the meet- 
ing was pneked by the saloon party. If 
the complaint is Well-founded then we 
take it foi* granted that the meeting did 
not endorse the 'resolution. Those who 
call meetings for the purpose of ascer- 
taining public sentiment, must take the 
chances of having the experience of the 
recent conveners, and should be prepared 
to accept gracefully the result, whatever 
it may bo. To obviate such a result tbey 
may hire n hall, and issue tickets only 
to those who they know to he in accord 
with the object of the meeting. In such 
an event; they can safely predicate the 
feeling without even a show of bauds. 



WHERE SOCIALISM FAILS. 

The columns or the Colonist liaye 
been much dovoted to the discussion of 
socialism of late. It is highly improb- 
able that any good will accrue from 
prolonging it. The subject is one upon 
which there is very little hope of arriv- 
ing at finality. 

'Socialism is a creed of cumulative 
property-owning, to be attained by polit- 
ical revolution through constitutional 
channels, That is, ihe programme is 
to bo carried out by taking advantage of 
existing legislative agencies. The pro- 
paganda is educational only 011 lines of 
political economy. It does not take note 
or the religious or moral element of re- 
generation in remodelling society. It 
aims at reforming politics by creating a 
new system for the distribution of 
wealth and political power; 

Its cardinal weakness, its outstanding 
failure, is in eliminating from consid- 
eration the one factor that above all 
others must be reckoned with as a con- 
trolling force in human affairs— the 
heart of man, which we have been 
taught to, and do verily, believe is de- 
ceitful above all things nnd desperate- 
ly wicked. Its primal instincts are 
those of self and possession— individual- 
istic— ownership and power; and a sys- 
tem which overlooks the necessity for 
setting the heart right as a prelimin- 
ary to an era of perfect conditions is 
foredoomed to self-destruction. 

A system of government founded on 
a set of principles, however ideal and 
perfect, cannot make men better. Sys- 
tems or constitutions or codes of law 
are only effective in so far as they re- 
flect the will of man in tin; mass, are in 
accord with public opinion. The qual- 
ity of popular government is at all time:! 
the? register of the moral status of the 
community governed. 

Mnn is a law unto himself. Paul 
was one of the greatest of political econ 
omists. He taught in effect that a good 
citizen was above the law, inasmuch as 
his desires were in accord witli the pur- 
pose of tho law, and, therefore, inde- 
pendent or it. Christianity as a sys- 
tem of living has for its primary ob- 
ject the making of good citizens, through 
the cultivation of the good instincts ol 
eneh man's heart and the weeding out 
of the evil ones. 

.Socialism on the other hand, aims to 
create systems in which wrong-doing is 
impossible by law— a political straight- 
jacket in which all man's energies anil 
natural instincts are repressed. 

If we had n community or a nation 
in which every man was a Christian, 
that is a right-doer and a right-thinker— 
there would be no need for socialism, 
or any other "ism." In our opinion, 
where Christianity fails socialism need 
not try. 

Perfection in the aggregate can only 
be possible by perfection in the individ- 
ual atoms of which society is made up. 
We only need to study the laws of or- 
ganic life to reach that conclusion. The 
very latest dicta of science are con- 
tained in the germ theory. There are 
two opposing forces in nature, the one 
working for upbuilding and the other for 
destruction, the germ of health and the 
germ of disease— the very old-fashioned 
theory of good and evil. We have 
good health and sickness, morality and 
immorality, as the good and bad forces 
prevail. 

A very little kerosene will taint a 
shipload of butter. A single rotten egg 
will spoil a crate. A decaying apple 
will cause every apple in the box to de- 
cay. A typhoid germ will infect an en- 
tire community. One bad boy will lead 
a whole school astray. 

If it were possible tomorrow to es- 
tablish a colony, however large or how- 
ever favorably situated, on purely so- 
cialistic principles, the natural instincts 
in the heart of men would in lime over- 
throw the system by which it was ruled, 
Human nature is the one thing th.ii no 
scheme of political economy has been 
aide to reckon with. 

The human heart has often been com- 
pared to a garden. Cultivated an d cn^ tl 
for it produces plants nnd (lowers of use 
and beauty. Neglected, it grows up in 
weeds in a trice, and the handiwork of 
man is all effaced. Eternal vigilance 
and unremitting care are necessary to 
keep the hearts or all the people in all 
the world in order.

Christians, or Buddhists. The Christian 
milleniuni means the complete recogni- 
tion of the rights of others as tnutf'lt 
in the Guide Rule. 

The socialistic milleniuni, which prem- 
ises political perfection only, would not 
last a thousand days, much less a thou- 
sand vears. 

CO-OPERATION IN THE INTERIOR. 

In an interview with Mr. Carruthers 
of the Kelowna Land it Orchard Co.. 
there is n statement made to the effect 
that the Kelowna Farmers' Exchange, 
a co-operative concern, has been exceed- 
ingly successful. Us capital is modest, 
amounting only Lo ? 1.1200, but its profits 
prodigious, being about $000 for the year 
just passed. Its success seems to be 
stimulating further efforts in a similar 
direction in Okanngan. 

The Vernon News is strongly advocat- 
ing that a Farmers' Exchange should 
be'organizcd at Vernon, and it refers to 
the great success of co-operative fruit 
handling organizations in Washington 
and Oregon. It gives an interview with 
Mr. B. T. Jackson, the secretary of the 
Armstrong Farmers' Institute, respect- 
ing the Fanners' Exchange at that point. 
A very small number of shares were 
subscribed at first, only one-third of the 
growers being interested at all. Over 
ninety per cent, of the growers tribu- 
tary to Armstrong are now members, in 
fact all, except four or five ranchers, 
and there are also a numbers of growers 
at Enderby and Marc who belong to it. 
Mr. .lackson points out at length the 
many advantages of co-operation on the 
lines referred to, nnd advocates the union 
of Vernon, Armstrong and Enderby, 

It is gratifying to knew that inter- 
est in the subject is growing and that 
there is a probability of the principal 
fruit products or the country being hand- 
led by exchanges on the co-operative 
principle with a maximum of benefit to 
tho growers, and a minimum of expense 
in its disposal. 



"PRINCE RUPERT." 

A correspondent writing in another 
column severely criticizes the selection 
of the name "Prince Rupert" for the ter- 
minus of the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way on this coast. 

The name was selected as a result of 
a competition, for which we understand 
some £250 was paid. We quite neree 
with our correspondent that the name is 
singularly inept and badly chosen. A 
double dame is always objectionable as 
applied to a city, especially one likely to 
be of importance, neither is there any as- 
sociation witli things historical to sug- 
gest it.

The Imperial 
statesmen had not taken into considera- 
tion the. circumstance that the population 
of Upper Canada might become very 
much larger (ban that of Lower Canada, 
and that as a consequence a revision of 
the representation might bo needed. 
What these gentlemen did not expect 
took place. 

Rep. by Pop. 

The population of Upper Canada, now 
Ontario, became much larger than that 
of Lower Camilla, now Quebec, and the 
people of Upper Canada demanded n 
change in the scale of representation 
that would do justice to them. The call 
for n change took the form of n demand 
that there should be representation ac- 
cording to population. This cry was 
known as "Hep. by Pop." 'The discus- 
sion of the subject led to racial mid re- 
ligious contentions, and these were fol- 
lowed by deadlocks. Each province sent 
a representation voicing its own views, 
and as the number of members was the 
aaine from one province as from the oth- 
er there was no margin or majority for 
a government to work upon. Thiis pro- 
duced the deadlock. Men of both sides 
began lo consider ways and means for 
ending the unfortunate situation. Many 
suggested the adoption of the Federal 
plan. Among these were Sip Alexander 
Cult and, : as his Kingston addres; 
shows, Sir John Macdonahl. 

Action of Both Sides 

In 1S5S the Conservative government 
sent a delegation, consisting of Sir 
George Cartier, Sir John Hose and Sir 
Alexander Quit, to .England to nsk the 
Home government to appoint delegates 
from all the provinces to discuss the 
question of Confederation, This dele- 
irntiou reported in favor of the widest 
possible union as the remedy for the- 
existing evils. In November, 1859, a 
Reform Convention was held in Toronto 
to outline the policy of the party of 
which Mr. Ilrown was the leader. Mr. 
Thomas Scateherd, of West Middlesex, 
gave parliament the decisions of that 



grent assembly. He said that the re- 
form view was that Upper and Lower 
Canada should be divided into two sep- 
arate local governments lo deal with 
purely local affairs', and that there should 
be a central authority to take charge of 
the larger subjects. The Liberals were 
not in favor of a union of nil the prov- 
inces in British North America at that 
time. What they did want was a disso- 
lution of the union of Upper and Lower 
Canada, and the establishment of legis- 
lature* for each province, with a central 
body to deal with ma iters of general in- 
terest. 

How Agreement Was Reached 

Along these divergent lines the par- 
ties fought until the day when Alexan- 
der Morris suggested to George Brown 
that he join with the then government 
— that of Sir John Mncdonald ami Sir 
George Cartier — to briu" about a federal 
union as the solution of the problem. Mr. 
Ilrown wanted, at first, to limit the 



agreement to such a union as that to 
which the Liverul convention of 1850 
was committed. Hut this view was nut 
accepted. There was. however, 11 com- 
promise. It was agreed that if the 
•larger union could not be effected, the 
smaller should be tried. Under these 
conditions the Confederation work pro- 
ceeded, and was carried through. Mr. 
Brown deserves to be remembered for 
the part he look in the accomplishment 
of this great change. He took great 
risks, for a portion of his parly was 
against him, in order to make possible 
what other wiso could not have been ac- 
complished at: that moment. It is true 
that ho helped to bring about Confeder- 
ation', but it is not trtio that he dragged 
an unwilling opponent, in the person 
of Sir John Mncdonald, into the scheme 
Sir Joliu had favored the idea from tho 
first. 
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CONFEDERATION 
AND ITS PARENTS 



(Toronto Mail mid Empire.) 
Sir Hielinrd Cartwrltfht in bis rceenl 
speech on Confederation opened an in- 
teresting question, bin ii caiinol be said 
that he deall with it frankly, or in a 
spirit of fairness. The claim that lion. 
George Brown was ihe proposer or uni- 
on, and that Sir John Macdonnld fought 
ugninst ii ami became a friend of the 
principle only when be though! he would 
lose ollice I)}' continuing his opposition, 
is absurd ami in direct violation of the 
fads.

Browii in be- 
half of the movement. Mr. Brown con- 
tributed in nn eminent degree to (Ik.' suc- 
cess of ihe union, and his work must 
never be forgotten. 

Who Proposed Confederation? 
TI rlgiii of ihe idea of Confedera- 
tion of the British possessions in Am- 
erica was talked of before the thirteen 
colonies withdrew Benjamin Frank- 
lin was one ol' Ihe advocates of 
the scheme in the early days. Af- 
ter the secession thoughtful men 
in Canada look up the proposi- 
tion.

Alexander .Morris 
in 1858, Sir John Muedohald in his elec- 
tion address in 180.1 — all these public 
men'ahd many others advocated Confed- 
eration hofore it became a practical 
measure. The subject was <>ne that was 
discussed just as Imperial IVmloratloii is 

debiited (ddny. But it was not until the 
sixties that the question became an issue 
of a political character. 

How tho Issue Arose 
It. is of interest in n'otu how ihe issue 
arose. The two Cumulus — Upper and 
Lower Canada— -were united for legis- 
lative purposes by die Imperial act of 
1S10.

Aftermath of the Great Political 
Hubbub In Great 
Britain. 



People and Press Have Again 
Received Their Normal 
Calm. 



London, January 27, 100(1. 
Tho uproar of electioneering is prnc- 
ticnlly at. an end, and in a lew days the 
British people and the .press will have 
recovered their normal calm. This gen- 
eral election lias been altogether tlie most 
exciting, the most epoch-making, since 
the days or the great reform struggle. 
It is remarkable (hat this new genera- 
tion of voters — for it is a generation since 
n party issue was fought — should for the 
tirst time in the history of party govern- 
ment, have swept away one of the great 
parties in the state. The Unionist par- 
ty as we knew it ten years ago no longer 
exists. Of the t!31 members already elect- 
ed out of (170, only 130 Unionists have 
Tieen returned. It cannot he said that, 
this is due to an upheaval of socialism or 
the awakening of a labor democracy, for 
only .'!2 of the new members tire Labor 
men and not one of them has been elect- 
ed as ii socialist. The defeat of the Un- 
ionist party is due rather to the asser- 
tion of the natural conservatism of the 
British electorate. The comparatively 
sudden rush to upset a cherished insti- 
tution like free trade and put protection 
in its place, was looked upon as a dan- 
gerous experiment. The amazing result 
,<pf the general election means above all 
•things that the British people distrust 
sudden changes. They are conservative 
and the Unionist party has committed 
political suicide by its departure from its 
Traditions, and its resolution to spring 
" protection upon the country which owes 
so much of its commercial prosperity 
and the purity of its public life to free 
trade. 

There are still some elections to be 
decided, and about 40 others whose re- 
sults will be declard today. But up till 
this mornitig there were -Ml!) free traders 
elected against 138 protectionists. There 
are independent of I he Irish National- 
ists, of whom some 70 out of S2 are also 
free traders. When tariff reformers 
talked of taking a defeat at the first 
general election and thereafter preparing 
for final success at the next, they con- 
templated a small free trade majority at 
this time. They have a longer row to 
hoe than they ever imagined, and the 
witua-tion is staggering them. Only Mr. 
Chamberlain is undaunted. He will 
light strenuously in parliament; but un- 
fortunately for him, neither the protec- 
tionist question, which he is keen lo ad- 
vance, or the home rule question, which 
he detests, will be up in this parliament 
at all. The Liberal government, with 
ils overwhelming majority. will plod 
through its programme, and if it justi- 
fies the hope of ils supporters, it will 
earn the gratitude of the people, who 
have' so long waited for social reforms, 
that its position will be as impregnable 
as the Unionists,' position was before Mr. 
Chamberlain's cry for protection. Sup- 
porters of th >w government, and a 

great many of the new members are im- 
pressed with the sense of the enormous 
responsibility that devolvs upon them to 
make the most of their splendid oppor- 
tunity. What will they do with it? is 
the question uppermost in men's minds. 
This election lias revived public inter- 
est in the House of Commons in a very 
extraordinary degree*, 

The social and moral effect of the gen- 
eral election of JOUb will be even great- 
er than tin- political. In the rural con- 
stituencies the county families and 



in advancing reforms that all are more 
or less agreed upon. Should they suc- 
ceed the result will be to bring the poli- 
tical and social conditions of the Old 
Country more into harmony with the 
democratic spirit of the colonies, with 
which, cxccpl in regard to a tariff sys- 
tem, they are in cordial agreement. 

Liberals have to pursue a colonial pol- 
icy which will disprove the allegation 
that they are not in touch with colonial 
sentiment. It is expected they will reply 
to the I aunt that they are Little Eng- 
landers. by showing their appreciation of 
the value of Imperial ties that bind but 
do not chafe. Since the country repudi- 
ates tarifls and tariff negotiations, nail 
maybe tariff disputes as a means of unit- 
ing the Umpire, there will, it is hoc^J. 
be large schemes for helping the colon- 
ies to increase their populations, and of 
relieving the congested districts of the 
Old Country. Camilla's opportune offer 
to the Salvation Army of a quarter of 
a million acres of land for settlement 
will help to bring to the front the whole 
question of a government's duty in the 
matter of assisted immigration. There is 
a strong feeling here that an empire 
which has congested areas and unenv 
ployed citizens and spacious field for set- 
tlement waiting for men, is neglecting 
one of the primary duties of an imperial 
state, when it leaves emigration and 
colonization to muddle along by the aid 
of philanthropic agencies and without 
any sort of public control or government 
system. The Salvation Army and all the 
other agencies combined are only scratch- 
ing th surface of this problem of colon- 
ization, Perhaps the new government; 
will meet Canada half way and assist 
her in a way that will be far more hen- 
eficient than any change of tariff could 
ever be. 

Admirers of 'Mr. Balfour are vexed 
that the city seat, which has been at 
last found for him. should have been sur- 
rendered in his favor grudgingly. He 
cannot now be elected till about a month 
after the new parliament has met, and 
when he does reach Westminster he will 
have the awkward experience of waiting 
at the bar of the House to be introduced 
by his two sponsors, like a stranger. The 
late prime minister has the further hu- 
miliation that his seat is not his own, 
but another's, and that it is one of the 
least representative seats in the House 
of Commons. The city of London has 
only :J12,0()0 electors, and of, these nearly 
7,000 are' absent ee members of the an- 
cient livery companies and guilds of 
London. It is estimated that if the 
livery and plural votes be deducted the 
number of bona tide citizen voters is 
about 8,000, 

The free trade press in England has 
caught on to the "object lesson" which 
they are arguing is afforded by Canada 
in the evils of protection, which is foster- 
ing corrupt conspiracies like the plumb- 
ers and other trade combines, which is 
now causing the farmers of the North- 
west to call out for lower tariffs on im- 
plements and furniture Mild clothing, and 
all that he pays so dearly for, that the 
Canadian manufacturer may profit, not 
at the expense of the foreign shipper of 
the goods, but at the cost of the Can- 
adian fanner. This movement of the 
Manitoba farmers against the manufac- 
turers who have been trying to move the 
tariff commission to arrange for higher 
protection, is accepted in free trade Eng- 
land as a sign that some day Canada 
may accept the Mother Country's free- 
dom. 

In the new parliament Canadians will 
be fairly well represented, and Canadian 
interests ought to be looked after mi 
both sides of the House. There is Sir 
Gtilbert (Barker (who has after Miv 
Chamberlain won the most notable vic- 
tory for tariff reform), and on the same 
side is Major Coatcs of Coates. Son & 
Co.. who are interested in Canadian min- 
ing and industrial finances. On the 
Kree Trade Liberal side are Mr. Allan 
Baker, .Mr. O. D. Rose, Mr. Ilamar 
Greenwood, Mr. Foster Bonbon and 
.Mr. i '. U. Devlin, and the Hon. lOihvnrd 
Make (Nationalist). Tariff reformers 
are greatly disappointed that Mr. Donald 
McMasler did mil win in Lancashire, 
lie made a plucky fight and very forcibly

Despite this 
self-denying patriotism, Christian has 
never been as popular at: home as 
abroad, his intense conservatism bring- 
ing him frequently in contact with the 
socialistic spirit that has spread over 
Denmark-. From 1 ST.'; to 1895 his 
Riksdag refused lo vole the Ministers' 
budgets, in order to mark its disap- 
proval of King Christian.

Apart 
from his politics. King Christian was 
well loved at home, lie was not a re- 
markable man. lie did not speak or 
write or do aught else at all brilliantly.

lie will be remembered, but as a quiet 
old gentleman, of whom it. lias been sniil 
"He is kindness incarnate."

In fact, 
he was elected lo the throne, just us hU 
son was elected to the throne id Hel- 
lenes and his grandson to the throne of 
Norway. Christian was born the fourth 
son of Duke William of Schleswig-Hol- 
slein-Sanderburg - Qlucksburg. As 1 
youth he entered the service of tllO 
Danish army, and al the death of 
Frederick VII. was Inspector-General 
and Commander-in-Chief of Danish 
Cavalry. The direct descent ended will) 
Frederick VII., but Christian had been 
named as his successor by the Trealy 
or London, in 1S.">^, and by the Danes 
themselves a year later, His blood 
claim oa flic throne was a slim one. 
indeed, and was based on Hie fact 
thill bis wife. Louise, daughter of 1he 
Landgrave Wilhelm of Ilesse-Cassil. 
was the cousin and heiress of h'red- 
erlefc VII. In 184(5, however, when thu 
whole house of Schleswig-Holsleiii bad 
protested against the Ol'erlordship of 
the Danish king. Christian alone ba.l 
remained faithful to Denmark's claims, 
and no one else was considered when a 
new king WHS to be chosen. 

War With Prussia. 
He had been on the throne only a 
few months when tllO Scllleswig-Hol- 
stein question brought on a war. A

There is one subject, 1 am told, upon 
which any man may safely speak in 
Canada. 1 am told it has been estab- 
lished by an overwhelming vole which 
Mr. Borden has moved to make unani- 
mous that the Twentieth Century be- 
longs to Canada. Well, now 1 am 
heartily of that opinion myself, and it. 
gives me a broad subject upon which 
1 can venture to expatiate for the few 
minutes in which 1 propose to address 
you. 

Forty-four Years Ago. 

It is 44 years since 1 was in Ottawa 
before', ami I won't venture to tell you 
what I found here then. 1 doubt if 
much remains of what existed at that 
day. Certainly there was up Canadian 
Club, and I, 44 years ago, was allow- 
ed to enter the village of Ottawa and 
retire in silence. It is the great honor 
at my life, 1 need not say. to be re- 
ceived here by this gathering which 
evidently comprises the brains, the 
character and the inlluence of this 
capital city of the Dominion. 
A voice — Hear, bear. 
It is delightful to see, gentlemen, re- 
sumed Air.

A Romantic History. 
The romantic history, the pic- 
turesque history id' Canada was always 
one of the delights of my boyhood. 
That noble series of history, each his- 
tory reading like a romance, each ro- 
mance reading like a poem, that Fran- 
cis Turkman gave to the world, have 
been t ho common property of Canada 
and the United States, and wc look 
back upon the great array of dis- 
coverers and explorers and settlers and 
heroes and martyrs whom he devoted 
his life to depicting as being part of 
the great historic heritage of the race.

Justice for U. E. Loyalists 
Scant justice has been done to them 
on our side of the hue. It was im- 
possible but that it should be so for 
inuny generations, but. history has at 
last done them justice, and they are 
recognized as among the great and re- 
sponsible founders of states. Why, only 
last month 1 took up tin; last number of 
the Harvard Graduates' Magazine, 
and there 1 saw a list displayed of 
I'UU of these Loyalists who were labelled 
as the "Harvart Loyalists." Just as 
they would give us u list of the Har- 
vard poets, the Harvard orators, toe 
Harvard heroes, so they held these up

Not a Sit Jealous 

And we are not a bit jealous of it, 
either. We are quite contented with 
our own. I think if you will look at 
the rivalry between the two countries 
you will find that each of them has 
exhibited a remarkable faculty of tak- 
ing care of itself and if we rightly read 
the prophesies of the future that are 
founded upon the immense agricultural 
prosperity of Canada, she will not only 
he able to take enre of herself but so far 
as concerns the footl supply which keeps 
nations alive she will lake care of the 
British Islands as well. 

Now I don't want lo detain you 
any longer, but let me say a word 
about my own country, i must not 
forgel thai. If it was reported in 
my own country that in my enthusi- 
asm for Canada I forgot her, I am 
afraid there would he no more honor- 
able appointments for me. . .Now then 
let me say that the United States is 
always for peace with all ihe world, 
but especially peace with our mother 
country and especially and always an 
abiding anil constant pence with' this 
great nation of Canada which divides 
and shares equally with us the con- 
tinent we call our own and we want 
thin peace cemented — I believe that is 
the correct word — ami I shall continue 
to use a great deal of cement on the 
other side of the line. 

We want this peace cemented no 
that it will never by any possibility bj 
broken. We must cultivate friend- 
ship, for friendship though a tender 
pl.-inl is just as capable of being cul- 
tivated as any other plant that grows 
and it is by that moans that the 
growing harmony of opinion between 
the United States and the other por- 
tions of the great English race has 
been secured. 

Another Rhodes Wanted. 
Cot me refer lo the example, the 
idea of one great man. I mean Mr. 
Rhodes — an idea now coming to frui- 
tion, when he said that he would de- 
vote Ihe 'arg0 portion of his great 
wealth to cultivating a friendly spirit 
between Croat Britain and' other 
nations, especially those nations be- 
yond the sons — yours ami ours, lie 
knew the existence of thai fearful 
vice of provincialism which prevails 
in both countries and especially 
among the young men of both coun- 
tries. Why you could no more per- 
unade — before Mr. Rhodes instituted 
his great experiment — you could not 
persuade a young American, excuse me, 
11 young citizen of the United Slates, 
or a young citizen of Canada, that any- 
thing by possibility could ■ i )0 done as 
well In one of the nations of Europe, 
even in England itself, The only thing 
more difficult than that would have been 
to persuade a young Englishman that 
anything could be done in Canada or 
or in the United States.

This election dissipates the Idea that 
in British politics the appeal to self- 
interest Is not made. Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman opened his campaign 
with a suggestion that something would 
be done to extend the canal system, 
while Mr. Herbert Gladstone promptly 
remitted a tax of 2s. Gd. for badges 
levied upon the London cabmen, to the 
satisfaction of those electors. Will 
Crooks, the Mayor of Poplar, who ran 
In Woolwich arsenal. It was amid . 
cheers that he announced that he had 
succeeded In Inducing the new govern- 
ment to order 100 three-pounder naval 
guns, 100 ammunition wagons, and 
2,000,000 rounds of ammunition. This 
said Mr. Crooks, would keep the peoplo 
at work for six months.

! secretary replied In the negative. This 
reply having: been published. Mr. Dis- 
raeli claimed that he had the right to 
put lilt; crown nn his card, seeing that 
"It was my great ancestor who put an 
imperial crown on the throne." Lord 
KnoIIys responded that Mr. Disraeli's 
great ancestor would have been very 
much astonished had lie heard Unit: 
gentleman's contention. 

Brevity in Politics.

Notes and Comment on Happen- 
ings in the Provincial 
Legislature. 

Longer sessions and closer applica- 
tion to business iu the House have 
characterised the past week. At times 
tho committee work has -been quite pro- 
tracted, but except in three instances it 
has not been interesting. Three solid 
hours devoted to a conscientious mum- 
bling at a "consolidation of the Land 
Acts of the province," witli only three 
listeners in a House of thirty .members, 
may furnish an excellent test of pa- 
tience on the part of the auditors, and 
endurance on the part of lie; chairman, 
but it can hardly be considered exhil- 
arating. This happened on Friday. Mr. 
W. li. Boss manfully struggled with 
forty pages of printed matter, at a 
speech which would have baffled the 
most expert court stenographer in the 
world, whilst .Hon. C. Wilson with 
piUCO nez carefully adjusted looked wise 
among the pile of legal tomes by which 
lie W'as surrounded. Meanwhile Mr. J. 

A. Macdonald, Mr. Stuart Henderson, 
nnd Mr. J. B. Brown, the faithful three, 
closely scanned the "consolidation" and 
made occasional "sotto voce" remarks, 
us evidence that his majesty's loyal op- 
position were determined to see that his 
majesty's Laud Acts were consolidated 
just enough, and not one particle too 
much. The rest of the House devoted 
Ihe afternoon to clearing oil' their ar- 
rears of correspondence, a few made no 
pretence to do anything, the member 

for Cariboo indulged in dreams of 
"dolce far niente," the press gallery gos- 
sipped of the latest scandal afloat in the 
hands of the fourth estate, while the 
afternoon sun streamed through the 
western windows and thing its golden 
rays athwart this mirage of Dolus land, 
albeit: was only a February afternoon. 

This, however, is a rare scene, and 
may not be repeated during the session. 
As an example of devotion to duty, and 
compliance with parliamentary law 
which does no| permit, the House to 
"take Bills as read" it is as unique as 
it is interesting and vividly recalls a 
scene painted iu Samuel Thompson's in- 
imitable, but now rarely read "Castle of 
Indolence." 

The week has produced three debates, 
one on tho Timber Bill, which, how- 
ever, came rather as an anti-climax aft- 
er the previous debates on the some sub- 
ject; one on the Provincial Elections 
Act confined to the question of the 
amount of deposit by parliamentary 
candidates. chieHy remarkable for a very 
vigorous und alile speech by Mr. W. 
.1. Bowser aud a crushing reply by the 
member for Nelson, and the third, and 
by far the most important on the Me- 
Uill University Bill. 

At lirst sight it is not easy to see why 
this measure has aroused so much hos- 
tility, but as the discussion proceeded it 
was soon made clear that more tluiii one 
member on the opposition benches found 
ground for suspicion. Most of the crit- 
icism centred on clause S, which pro- 
vides for the high school education of 
the province passing under the control 
of McGill. The president of the coun- 
cil explained again and again that this 
was permissive, and not compulsory, and 
that in any court it could only , be . ef- 
fected by friendly bargaining with the 
school trustees and the municipal au- 
thorities. All the dialectical skill of the 
hon. gentleman, and it is not inconsid- 
erable, railed to reconcile the stalwarts, 
who saw nothing in the proposal bin a 
handing over of higher education to a 
private corporation, who would deal witli 
it to suit i heir own purposes. Mr. Hull 
either felt, or feigned, something close- 
ly akin to the motion aud il would be 
unfair to conclude that it was the hu 
tor in view of i be strenuous and pro- 
tracted light he put up. On niursdav 
afternoon he made a speech which will 
be memorable iu tlie nnnalt of the 
House. After Hon. I". Carter-Cotton 
had. to bis own satisfaction, ex.daine.l 
away the arguments urged against the 
measure he somewhat unwisely, from a 
tactical standpoint, wound up a:: oth- 
erwise excellent speech with a -e >es of 
questions. McGill bad come with gills 
in her hands, why should we reject 
thorn? What could we possibly lose? 
and ninny others in a similar strain. 
Scarcely bad he taken his seat when up 
jumped Mr. 1 1 ti 11. seething with passion, 
and for about live minutes poured out a 
tierce si ream of eloquence such us a man 
is only caimblc of when he is deeply 
moved, and he told the lion, gentleman 
why. The press gallery reported the 
words, but il can never report the tones 
mid the gestures, and the scathing irony 
of the speaker who for once came out 
of himself and revealed a personality 
rarelv seen hv the House. 

Meanwhile many ladies graced the 
galleries, the heads of Ihe education de- 
partment held frequent and excited e<»- 
loquoy willi the minister of education, 
and Professor Tory ihe arch-coiispira- 
tor looked anxious and worried with 
evident surprise al Ihe storm aroused by 
his apparently harmless and innocent 
Bilt witli respect to which Mr. Hall ven- 
tured a criticism, evidently shared by 
the opposition, thai the longer the pres- 
ident" of the council talked in its de- 
fence the more suspicious he became

YOUTH AND DRINK. 

American Medicine. 
The age at which drunkenness is es- 
tablished was investigated by Dr. 
Charles L. Dana, and Ids conclusions, 
being based upon -some thousands of 
cases, arc not only of great scientific 
value, but have a practical application 
nw well. Briefly, it might ho said that 
inebriety usually begins before 20 
years of age, and if a man has not in- 
dulged to excess before ho was 25 lie is 
not likely to do so biter. There are 
so few who begin excessive drinking 
between 30 and -10 years of age that 
line who has reached the age of 110 
without excess is. almost surely safe. 
Dana stated tbnt no cases arise after 
M) years of age. There is a popular 
idea, no doubt, tbnt numerous cases do 
arise after -ID, but it is not at all un- 
likely that investigation into, their 
early histories will bring to light a 
long series of occasional oyerindul- 
gem ns with some symptoms dating back 
to childhood. Dana evidently refers 
to real inebriety in youth, nnd not to 
the lapses which so many young men 
wrongfully assume to be a part of 
their education, nor does he assert that, 
all youthful inebriates are incurable, 
but merely that old easow began nt nn 
early ago. Wild oats must be reaped 
in sorrow and pain, but they do not 
necessarily choke the whole crop of 
good seed, These statistics are of 
such profound significance that it is 
quite remarkable they have elicited so 
little comment and have not been made 



the basis of practical measures for the 
prevention of drunkenness. 

The cnuse of*the early incidence of 
inebriety is not known, and probably 
■cannot be discovered until there lias 
been more investigation of the path- 
ogeny of this disease, and there now 
seems to be no reasonable doubt that 
there is- a pathologic basis for the 
craving. Of course, it is only gener- 
ally believed that there is a habit gen- 
erated by the pathologic changes 
wrought hv the alcohol itself, and that 
in the immature years these effects 
are more easily produced than later. 
Dana seemed to believe that it was a 
matter of habit and environment though 
it bad a neuropathic basis. It was one 
of the accidents befalling the nervously 
unstable, who nre not sufficiently pro- 
tected until age could work greater 
stability. The average healthy man 
might," and perhaps docs, outgrow 
his youthful indiscretions, but the defec- 
tives cannot. There might be some- 
cases congenitally so neurasthenic as to 
be unable to stand the ordinary stresses 
of life and who would drift into drunk- 
enness or vagabondage no mutter what 
guards surrounded their childhood. It 
is bard to believe they are numerous, 
though the wish may be father to the 
thought. The neurasthenic cases con- 
stitute but 20 per cent, and it is easier 
to believe that in most of^ these the 
weakened nervous condition is acquired. 
Ten Tier cent, are periodicals, and here 
a real defect of development can be as- 
sumed, the causes having been active 
either prenatally or in the early years 
of life, with bad hereditary probably an 
additional factor. These few cases are 
the only ones in which we can afford 
to he pessimistic us to prevention in 
youth and early manhood. The 70 per 
cent, who are mere besotted drunks 
seems to be results of the habit of in- 
dulgence accidentally acquired in a 
bad environment, tlio original nervous 
Instability having been most probably 
the normal condition of youth exagger- 
ated, to be sure, though not to a path- 
ologic degree. There is some evidence 
of more or less neuropathic taint in rel- 
atives of these unfortunates, but how 
often is not known. 

* * * 

Paying boys to abstain from alcohol 
is a distinctly modern movement, and 
though it has' n firm scientific basis for 
a trial, il was no doubt suggested to 
many a father as a means of protect- 
ing ins sons from dangers which near- 
ly wrecked his own life. Every 
little while we learn of some boy who 
lias been promised a certain sum upon 
bis twenty-first or twenty-fifth birth- 
day, or even yearly — the sole condition 
being abstinence from alcohol, tobacco, 
or both. The average hoy will work for 
such a prize ns n matter of course, and 
it will tide him over the period in which 
alcohol does the most harm. If it is 
really true that abstinence until 25 in- 
sures a life of sobriety, by all means 
let the scheme he extended to more boys 
until it becomes fashionable. Boy 8 are 
sticklers for custom and will shun 
drink ns soon ns it becomes bad form.

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A BRITISH ELECTION 




Some Facts and Figures as to the Cost. 



People's Journal. 

Every one is probably awaio that any 
election, whether it bo town council, 
parish council, or school board, runs up 
expenses. There are returning officers, 
there are clerks, there are enumerators; 
and tlrere are others who give of their 
time and labor at certain specified 
Ures. Then there Is the polling booth 
official, literature, the pencils and cabs, 
and the many odxls and ends. Every- 
thing means money, more or less; the 
total is charged against the town or 
district as election expenses, and the 
ratepayers slump up accordingly. 

With a general election llic system 
Is practically tine same, but on an in- 
finitely greater scale, and the nation 
has to pay. It is computed that about 
a million pounds conies from the coun- 
try's financial srtockpot on the occasion 
of every general election. Well, after 
all, a million pounds is not a crushing 
amount for a country like ours. Why, 
a day or so of the South African war 
ran up that suon„ and it lasted much 
longer than the lUOli general election 
Will do. 

Taking our ligulres from former elec- 
tions, we may safely say that the 
charges made by returning officers for 
this election will reach about £160.000; 
and then there are the piles of station- 
ery, official inattar — not the political 
literature which is supplied and paid 
for by the various candidates or by the 
parties to which they belong. 

Yet the official expenses borne by the 
nation are, after all. a mere flea-bite 
compared to the moil ey that flows from 
the coffers of the parties and from the 
pockets of the candidates. Nowadays, 
of course, there Is ruo bribing, no pro- 
miscuous turning on ct the liquor taps, 
no hired couches flying round to pick 
the elector up, no anything that is not 
above board. Even every placard or 
every leaflet that is Issued must bear 
the name of the firm who gave it birth, 
as a guarantee to tilt law that the bill, 
if necessary, can be ahecked. 

In the Old Days. 
It was not always thus. Before the 
Corrupt Practice Act, 1S83, came Into 
force, seats in Parliament -were won 
•and lost according to the depths of 
their candidates' purses, and! their wil- 
lingness to dive into them. The elector 
Js coddled yet, but he was bribed then. 
jFor instance, let us glance back to what 
are often called the good old clays, and 
give an illustration or tswo of how the 
jnoney then "went. 

In 1S07, In a contest for Yorkshire, 
Lord Milton, William Wifiberforce, and 
the Honorable H. Iiasccilles were the 
candidates far two seatG. The poll last- 
led fifteen days, and was -taken at thir- 
teen different booths, and when It was 
over Lord MRlton was a member, and 
to become siich he had spent over 
250,000. W'ilberforce, Who was the 
sitting member, was returned, and his 
expenses, combined with L.ascolles, who 
RVOS defeated, some to nlxiut the same 
as' Lord Milton'.' In all, this contest 
cost the three candidates half a million 
pounds. This el eettoa. was the most 
^expensive known, .and it was styled the 
♦'Austerlttz of electioneering." 

Another instance of extraordinary 
Expenditure was tha\t what come to be 
known as the "Spendthrift Election," 
In it the Earls of H.ulifax, Northamp- 
ton, and Spencer— o tie might almost 
tall them "the dauntless three" — fought 
for the seat ot' Northampton. For four- 
teen days the poll went on, and money 
jnust have been grea.tly In evidence, 
for Lord Spencer's litt'Je item or ex- 
penditure totalled up to .C 1.00,000, and 
his two opponents not only equalled 



for the seat. Lord Spencer won, and 
he nominated a gentleman out In India. 
Loose methods must have prevailed in 
those days.

What a Candidate May Spend. 
Towns In this respect differ from 
country districts, for In the one the 
electors are grouped together and can 
be got at much more easily than when 
scattered over miles and miles of coun- 
try. Recognizing tills, the statute only 
allows the candidate for the city con- 
stituency to spend; if the electors do 
not exceed 2,000, the sum of .£300, and 
for ti country district, where the candi- 
date has to cover many miles rushing 
from vllage to village, the sum of £050

What society 
news, then, would Town Topics pub- 
lish? was a question that Col. Mann 
had to decide, and the answer is found 
in the scandalous and questionable 
paragraphs which were the main 
feature of his sheet.

But is electioneering expenditure 
kept within these bounds? Of course, 
no more must be shown and no more 
must be known during the period be- 
tween the date when the candidates are 
duly nominated for the seats until- the 
election is a thing of the past. There 
is, however, a stage, before the nomi- 
nation of a candidate, what may be 
called the prospective stage and it can 
be worked upon to a great extent. 

A man who is desirous of entering 
parliament, and who is wealthy, say a 
laird, who wishes to become the mem- 
ber for his own district, why, ho can 
engraft himself into the affections of 
the people by his open handedness for 
years beforehand, lie can take an in-

The project for a tunnel beneath the 
English channel has never appeared so 
likely ot realization as at present. One 
of the first propositions to be brought 
before tho new House of Commons 
will be a bill granting permission to 
the French Tunriei company to pro- 
ceed with the task. 

Thirty years ago the French Tunnel 
company was organized, and work was 
soon begun upon the great project, but 
the English government, fearing a mil- 
itary invasion by way of this subter- 
ranean passage, ordered work stopped 
on the English end, and so the scheme 
has remained for a Quarter century. As 
those two traditionary enemies, France 
and England have been drawn closer 
together during the last few years, a 
friendly movement which culminated 
in the spectacular "entente" last sum- 
mer. It Is now believed that the only 
objection- to the enterprise has been 
removed. 

Inception of the Movement. 

The Societe Francaise du Tunnel 
Sous-Marln was founded with the ap- 
proval of the French government on 
August 2, 1S75. The capital was 2,000,- 
000 francs ($400,000), divided into iOO 
founders' shares of 5,000 francs ($1,- 
000) each. This capital having been 
raised the company commenced work 
at once. The point of the French end 
of the tunnel is situated at five- 
eighths of p. mile away from the little' 
village of Sangatte, and about six miles 
from Calais. Works were constructed; 
on this point, containing machinery 
similar to that used in boring mines, 
and, aftor preliminary experiments, a 
vertical circular shaft or well was bur- 
sa" 200 feet in depth, from the bottom I 
of which the piercing of the tunnel was 
begun. 

But soon the $400,000 capital was en- 
tirely exhausted by the necessary cost- 
ly experiments. The founders there- 
fore subscribed a further $100,000. 
Thanks to this new capital the prob- 
lems Involved by the great work were 
studied more satisfactorily. 

In 1881 the work stopped, owing to 
parliament throwing out the bill ask- 
ing for powers to construct the Eng- 
lish side of the tunnel. At this period 
a length of 1,839 meters, or about 1% 
miles, had been already pierced on both 
sides. The work of cutting under the 
sea had progressed at the rate of S2 
feet a day. 

This, then, is the actual stae of the 
tunnel today. 

Owing to tho friendly "entente" now 
In existence between the two countries. 
M. Sartlaux, chief engineer of the Clie- 
mln de Fer du Nord, and M. Javary, 
engineer of the maritime service Of the 
railway last summer went to Sangatte, 
where, under the guidance of M. Dudo- 
vlc Breton, they explored the Sangatte 
works, with the Intention of arranging 
a project of joining the land entrance, 
of .the tunnel with the Northern France 
railway line. 

Strange as it may appear to the un- 
initiated, the boring of the tunnel be- 
neath the channel presents no Insur- 
mountable difficulties. The chief prob- 
lem to be solved, and a very important 
one, will be that of proper ventilation. 
It is not expected that the drainage of 
the work will prove to be beyond the 
skill of the engineers. 

The line of the tunnel Is naturally 
between the nearest points on the two 
coasts. The Dover end Is to come out 
near the South Foreland, nnd the Calais 
entrance will be, as has been stated, 
near Sangatte. The shortest distance 
across the Strait of Dover is about 
twenty miles. With the necessary long 
approaches at either end, the tunnel Is 
designed to be about 23M: miles long, or 
almost twice as long as the Slmplon 
tunnel finished last spring. 

While It required six years to bore 



the great Alpine tunnel. It Is believed 
the Channel tunnel can be dug in two 
years after work is properly begun. 
The recently completed tunnel under 
Boston harbor required almost live 
years, yet It Is only a mile and a half 
long. The tunnel beneath the Hudson 
river, a little over a mile in length, was 
built In somewhat less time, but an- 
other year will be require'd to complete 
it. 

To Boro Through Chalk. 

It Is known that the chalk stratum at 
Dover continues under the channel 'to 
the French coast. The continuity ot the 
chalk between the two coasts has been 
tested, as far as practicable, by com- 
paring the strata on each side, as as- 
certained by borings, and by bringing 
up samples of tiie chalk bottom frojn 
various points across the channel. 
Shafts, also, have been sunk on the 
English and French shores, and ex- 
perimental headings driven to deter- 
mine more exactly the nature of the 
chalk to be traversed: The feasibility 
of the scheme depends upon the ab- 
sence of any large fissures in the chalk 
in the line of the tunnel, which can 
only be determined by driving a head- 
ing, or small tunnel', right across tne 
channel. The whole, however, of the 
indications obtained from the various 
Investigations gives promise of con- 
tinuity and compactness In the chalk. 

Chalk is considered by engineers to 
be perhaps the best material in which 
a tunnel can be made, and, with con- 
trol of the water, rapid progress could 
be effected. The greatest depth of the 
channel at low water Is about 180 feet, 
nnd It Is estimated the least thickness 
of chalk over the tunnel would be be- 
tween 100 and 200 feet. 

Acording to the plans, the tunnel 
would descend from each shaft, with 
gradients not" exceeding- 1 ln 80, till a 
suitable depth is reached in the chalk, 
and it would ascend toward the central 
points, with gradients of 1 in 1000, to 
drain the tunnel from the centre to the 
end of these gradients, where drainage 
tunnels, with downward gradients to 
the shafts, would convey away the 
water to be raised by pumps at the 
shafts. 

These drainage tunnels would have 
to be first constructed to drain ' the 
main tunnel during its progress, and 
they would serve also afterward as 
ventilation conduits for drawing the 
foul air away from the centre of the 
tunnel toward the shafts. 

The reasons that have operated to 
thus far prevent the digging of the 
channel tunnel are not easily under- 
stood here. England, or a part of the 
English people, however, still suffers 
from the old nightmare of invasion. 
In the early centuries of the Christian 
era Britain was frequently invaded, 
and, although the island empire has 
not suffered In this way for almost 
1,000 years, there are some careful Eng- 
lishmen who have visions of a repeti- 
tion of ancient history. 

Although it has been pointed out that 
the channel tunnel would offer an easy 
means of Invasion, it has never been 
shown how this could be accomplished, 
for it would be a hazardous enterprise 
on the part of the invaders. They could 
oasllv be caught as a rat in a trap and 
destroyed while in the tunnel by nu- 
merous simple but effective means. 

When the subject was brought up 
before a joint committee of the two 
Houses of Parliament In 1SS3 four 
members of the committee favored the 
tunnel and six reported against it. 
Among those who signed a minority 
report favoring the work was Eord 
Lansdowne, late British foreign secre- 
tary, who, in his efforts to calm the 
fears of the opponents, suggested that 
the approaches of the tunnel should be 



placed under the exclusive control of 
the military authorities. Lord Lands- 
downe summarized the apprehensions 
of danger in this way: 

First— A willingness on the part of 
the power in possession of the French 
end of the tunnel to attack this coun- 
try treacherously,' at a moment when 
our international relations could afford 
no Indications of the imminence of such 
an attack. 

Second — The pasaage of an Invading 
force under circumstances which would 
enable it to elude notice from the time 

I of its despatch up to the moment of its 
arrival at the Dover works. 

Third— The simultaneous seizure by 

I surprise of the whole of Uiose works. 
Fourth— The success of this enter- 
prise with such rapidity and complete- 
ness as to render it impossible for the 
defenders to put Into operation any of 
the manifold appliances for the de- 
struction or temporary disabling of tho 
tunnel. 

Fifth — The neglect, on the part of the 
military authorities, of all the most 
obvious precautions for the safety of a 
place which, according to their own 
representation would be of cardinal 
importance to the security of the na- 
tion. 

Sixth — The inopportune interference 
of the political authorities ln a matter 
concerning the defence of the coun- 
try. 

As to these apprehensions the minor- 
ity reported: "The presence of most 
of these conditions regarded separately, 
appears to us highly improbable. That 
the whole oft hem should concur, we 
believe to be so nearly inconceivable as 
to justify us ln dismissing from our 
minds any apprehensions founded upon 
such an hypothesis." 

Wolselay Against the Tunnel. 

Yet it has required twenty-three 
years to soften the prejudice ugalnst 
the tunnel, for It cannot be said they 
have been entirely removed. Lord 
Wolseley, chief military adviser to the 
crown, pronounced against the tunnel, 
and to Iiis otino<sition is traced the kill- 
ing of the project twenty years ago. 
Last summer the project was revived in 
parliament, hut as the Balfour govern- 
ment did not feel secure In its place it 
only attempted to finish its programme 
before dissolution became necessary. 
With the next parliament, now in course 
of election, will rest the linal solution. 
Then! appears at present to be no .nill- 
tary opposition to the tunnel, the corn- 
pan v is a rich one and lias the necessary 
capital, and the engineering difficulties 
are expected to be much loss than those 
encountered by the engineers of the 
Siuipion tunnel. 

Advantages of the Scheme. 

The advantages of n tunnel under the 
English channel are many, and the fi- 
nancial returns from the enterprise 
promise to be all that could lie desired. 
Nearly every person who has made the 
passage of the channel in the steam- 
ships which ply between the two shores 
knows lo his sorrow what an aggravat- 
ed attack of mal de mer he can have in 
the short voyage. Almost constantly the 
seas are choppy or rough, and inter- 
course between the two countries would 
he appreciably increased if the passage 
could he made quickly and comfort- 
ably. 

With the tunnel completed, one could 
drop into a first class carriage in Lon- 
don ami make a continuous railway 
journey to Brindisi — if one wanted to 
connect with the P. and O. liners for 
the east, or to Vienna, or even St. Pet- 
ersburg. Eventually one could travel en- 
tirely by rail from London to Pekin. 
Perhaps before the next five years n 
realization of these dreams may be pos- 
sible. /

Eight 
years ago the lady lawyer was almost 
unknown in Xow York, but today there 
are probably fifty women attorneys in 
the oily, most of them earning large in- 
comes, ranging from $5,000 to $-10,000 a 
year. 

.Archbishop Kcane of Dubuque de- 
livered a sermon at St. Patrick's 
church at Clinton, Ja., last Sunday. In 
the course of bis remarks the Arch- 
bishop said that "the man who slights 
his work and gives his employer less 
than he agrees to give, is a thief, and 
any labor union that upholds him In 
this slighting of work is a school of 
thievery." 

The San Francisco Trades and Labor 
Council is determined its members and 
affiliated locals shall be posted on labor 
matters, and at a recent meeting de- 
cided to purchase 350 copies of' the pro- 
ceedings of the Pittsburg convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and distribute them. 

At Cleveland, O., the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, In secret ses- 
sion, recently, considered plans for re- 
ducing the hours of labor for members 
of the order. The sentiment prevailed 
that the hours of locomotive engineers

Under the Improved conditions of 
business, labor organizations in New 
York arc regaining their strength, 
which had In a degree declined during 
the depression of 1903-4. Between 
April l and October 1 their aggregate 
membership increased from 374,283 to 
382,102, a gain of 7,819, or slightly more 
than 2 per cent. New York city unions 
gained . r >,200, or 2.2 per cent; Schenect- 
ady, 4QI, or 7.6 per cent.; while Buffalo, 
Syracuse, Albany and Troy sustained 
losses ranging from 0.3 per cent, to 5.5 
per cent. 

Secretary Metcalf of the Unlled 
States department of commerce and 
labor, has ordered a thorough In- 
vestigation lrito the Valencia wreck off 
Vancouver Island, and the conduct of 
officers and crow of the steamship as 
well as the officers of the steamers 
Topeka and Queen, which went to the 
assistance of tho disabled vessel.

The following is the full text of Mr. 
Davidson's bill to limit the hours of 
work in smelters to eight in every 24, 
now before the legislature: An Apt 
regulutlng hours of labor In certain 
Industries. His Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, enacts as follows: 1. 
This Act may be cited as the "Labor 
Regulation Act, 1006." 2. No person 
shall be employed in or about any 
smelter, sorting, hauling, removing or 
smelting ores or matte in any stage of 
preparation, for a longer period than 
eight hours in any twenty-four hours. 
3. Any owner, agent, or munager, or 
anyone acting on their behalf, employ- 
ing any workman or person in contra- 
vention of this Act, shall bo liable to a 
penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars nor less than twenty dollars 
for each workman or person so employ- 
ed, and any workman or person so 
working for a longer period than speci- 
fied in section 2 of this Act shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred dollars nor less than, twenty 
dollars. 4. Twenty-four hours, for the 
purpose of this Act, shall mean from 
midnight to midnight. 5. This Act 
shall come Into force on the first day 
of March, 1007. -

fer a favor upon the labor editor If 
they will forward any Items of general 
interest occurring in their unions to 
The Colonist.

Money is more evenly distributed in 
France than in any other civilised 
country. According to the taxation re- 
turns, fewer than 20,000 persons have 
property valued at £40,000. of these 
only (i,000 have fortunes exceeding 
£70,000, while not more than 100 have 
£400,000 or over, and there are just ten 
unfortunate persons who are troubled 
with more than £5,000,000 of this 
world's goods. 

At the last annual meeting or the 
Glasgow Savings Dank it was stated 
that for the first time in the bank's 
history the balance due to depositors 
had reached ten millions sterling. The 
bank was the largest of Its kind In the 
Kingdom. No fewer than 100,000 do- 
positors hail £10 at their credit. Glas- 
gow depositors had more at their credit 
than Liverpool and Manchester com- 
bined. 

There Is needed in the city of Vic- 
toria at present a cooperage capable of 
producing several hundred barrels a 
day. This represents the present de- 
mand for barrels, and the number Is by 
no means furnished within the prov- 
ince.

mum duration of the midday interval 
for women Is one hour, but by special 
permit a shorter Interval may be sanc- 
tloned in particular cases. The sta- 
tistics prove that the majority of wo- 
men wage-earners In Germany have to 
work excessively long hours.

Rudolph Aronson, the well-known 
American musical manager, returned 
from a four months' trip in Europe on 
January 24th, this being his eighty- 
eighth trip across the Atlantic. In an 
announcement issued shortly after his 
arrival, lie stated that ho had engaged 
a number of prominent musical at- 
tractions for next autumn and winter, 
among them being Leoncavallo, the 
Italian composer, who will conduct a 
series of opera concerts of his own 
• work. Tlie principals of the company 
are to be Imported from Italy, and the 
orchestra and chorus will be engaged 
here, Slgnora Maria Colleredo, the 
Italian dramatic soprano, cousin of 
Prince Collerado, will be a newcomer, 
as well as Arthur Shattuck, the Ameri- 
can pianist. Leon Rennay, a young 
baritone, who has made a great suc- 
cess in London and Paris drawing- 
rooms in his artlsticic rendering of 
songs of the modern French schooJ. and 
Paris Chambers, the American cornet 
virtuoso will also come to the United 
States. Mr. Aronson Is bearer of an 
option for the sale of the valuable 
"Paganlni Collection," consisting of the 
illustrious violinist's medals, jewels, 
musical instruments, autograph letters 
and documents, unpublished composi- 
tions In manuscript, etc., numbering in 
all 35S — now the property of the Barons 
Paganini.

Leslie Stuart, the popular composer 
of light music, made an appeal (in 
view of the general election in Eng- 
land) to music lovers to organize their 
votes and to make support of a Musi- 
cal Piracy Bill a test question to can- 
didates. Mr. Stuart calculates that the 
music interests ought to make, an elec- 
torate of 100,000. This figure he con- 
siders would quite be made up from 
music sellers and employees, music pro-

The salt is made by the evaporation ol 
sea water. The water Is pumped Into the 
evaporating basins by wind power and 
evaporated by the heat of the sun. Ex- 
tending many miles each way from iong- 
ku the coast is nearly lovel and only a few 
inches or feet above high tide. On tills flat 
coast aro the salt works. The evaporating 
basins are made on the Hats and have 
much the appearance of innumerable ten- 
nis courts of great size. They 'are sep- 
arated from each other by small ridges of 
mud about eight Inches high. The bottoms 
of the basins are made level and hard 
rolled with a stone roller. The basins are 
filled to a depth of three Inches with sea 
water, which is evaporated by the heat of | 
the sun In from one to three days, leaving j 
a coating of salt on the bottom. This is 
carefully scraped Into a pile, '.and after re- 
'rolllng tlie bottom moro W.afCer is 'pumped 
in. 

These basins are located about two feet 
above tide level and in groups, so as to be 
served by a central pump. The flnts nre 
cut In ail directions by small canals, giv- 
ing each group water connection with the 
main salt yards at the railway station or 
the river. The salt, as fast as it is made, 
is shovelled Into small boats, which nre 
punted through the canals to the main 
yards, where it is thrown Into great heaps 
and covered With mats, waiting to be sold 
and packed for the Tientsin market.

HE chief product of Manchuria, benns, 
Is still treated In a primitive manner 
by many of the manufacturers of bean 
oil and bonn oake. Even In New- 
chwarig, which has been a treaty port for 
approximately half a century, the crushing 
of beans with heavy. stone rollers draiwn 
'by mules and donkeys continues in some 
of the bean mills.' In such primitive insti- 
tutions- the oil is pressed out of the pulp 
by hand, wedges driven by huge beetles 
being used. 

Steam Is becoming quite popular In cook- 
ing the beans after they are crushed, and 
In the mills that aro equipped with steel 
steam rollers for crushing the beans the 
steam Is used to do the cooking, but band 
screw pressing machinery still obtains. 
Indeed, It Is customary for bean mill men 
to discourage .the use of hydraulic presses 
on the theory that the pressure can only

MANNERS AND CUSTOMS OF THE 
M. P. 

London Daily Mail. 

Many letitUntr and experienced mem- 
bers of Parliament, representative of 
much that is best in our national life, 
are retiring; from the House of Com- 
mons at the present general election. 
The total number is about one hundred 
and twenty. Several of these retiring 
legislators linve spent in the legisla- 
tive service of the country periods of 
varying length up to a quarter of a 
century, and watched the nitered com- 
plexion given to membership of the 
House by successive general elections. 

An Impression has prevailed that 
changes in the habit, dross, manners, 
and the mode of conducting business 
have gradually been developed. On 
these points some of the retiring M. 
P.s have given us their observations, 
from which the following form a tlrst 
selection: 

The Ht. Hon. Sir Herbert E. Maxwell 
(Conservative), who is able to make a 
parliamentary survey of twenty-live 
and a half years, writes: 

"I cannot say that I have observed 
any change in the general lone. On 
the contrary, I think one of the most 
remarkable features in Parliamentary 
life is the regularity with which every 
successive House of Commons imbibes 
the spirit anil conforms to the manners 
of Its predecessor. 

"A marked alteration In the class Of | 
member returned was anticipated as 
the result of household and service 
franchise in 1885. No such alteration 
has taken place, except a slight nu- 
nierlcal increase of the Labor represen- j 
tatlves, who, with two or throe trifling 
exceptions in respent of attire, conform \ 
readily to tho forms and traditions of 
the House. 

1 sholud doubtless have a greater | 
change to report had I entered PKrila- 
ment earlier than 18S0, for it was in 
that year that the Irish Nationalist 
members were first organized in lull 
Strength under the leadership of Mr. 
Darnell. My experience of the House 
of Commons docs not extend beyond 

the lime when systematic and sustain- 
ed obstruction by a homogeneous party 
had become a recognized element in 
the conduct of public business. 

"Perhaps I may add that, in my 
opinion the peculiar arrangement of the 
benches in the House, of Commons 
(unique, so far as I know, in a legis- 
lative assembly) exerts a powerful and 
permanent Influence upon the stability 
of parties. The furniture is disposed 
in a mariner suggesting two "sides"— 
Government and Opposition. The ten- 
dency to form groups is distinctly 
checked by this simple automatic In- 
fluence; a member changing his party 
lias to 'cross tho Hour of tile House,' 
involving a far more overt and con- 
spicuous act than would be necessary- 
were the benches arranged in semi- 
circular fashion. 

"It is sometimes. I think pretty com- 
monly, believed Dial the manners and 
language of members have undergone 
deterioration during the last quarter 
of a century. 1 can yield no assent to 
I lils. There have been discreditable 
outbursts from time to time; but these 
are nothing new. 

"1 am convinced that, had reporting 
been as accurate and minute a hun- 
dred years ago as it Is now, the pres- 
ent House of Commorns would seem 
to exhibit quite as much general de- 
corum as the House when led by Pitt 
and Castlereagh. But for every pri- 
vate: mimber who spoke in those days, 
twenty or more speak now." 

The Rt. Hon. Sir John C. R. Colomb, 
who was Conservative M. P. for Bow 
and Bromley from • 1880 to 18112, and 
for Great Yarmouth since 1SD5, and 
proved himself an active parliamentar- 
ian on all questions relating to the de- 
fence of the Empire, says: 

"I fear tho standard of parliament- 
ary life Is not upwards. There are 
signs of a regrettable extension of tol- 
eration of bad manners, and a greater 
willingness to condone unbecoming lan- 
guage. 

"It appears to me there 1h more levity 
and less humor, while emotional sen- 
timents appear lo be gradually usurp- 
ing the place of reasoned convictions. 
A new development in party tactics, 
operating by tricks of surprise and 
snatch divisions, so increases our 
drudgery of laborious loafing In lob- 
bies that physical endurance may be- 
come a more important qualification 
for discharging parliamentary obliga- 
tions than mental capacity." 

Mr. Samuel Smith, Liberal member 
for Flintshire, sends us a comprehen- 
sive review of his twenty-three years 
in Parliament: 

"I have seen a very remarkable revo- 
lution Rolng on," he states. "The Par- 
liament of '80 and "85 was troubled with 
that parliamentary disease we call 'ob- 
struction' more than any Parliament 
that ever sat. We still suffer from an 
intolerable amount of talk. I don't 
find In the country now- the same Self- 
sacrificing spirit. You would not get 
men now to sit twelve hours a day 
toiling away in Parliament. We used 
to have the whole Treasury bench oc- 
cupied. Now we often have only the 
minister in charge of the bill in tho 
House. 

"I admit it was the life of a galley 
slave. The first sesion nearly killed 
me. I heard one of the loading minis- 
ters say he never got more than six 
hours' sleep, and sometimes less. | 
Everybody works now much less. 

"Tho great reforms in the first three- 
quarters of the last century were reul- ! 
ly carried by private members debat- i 
Ing them in the House of Commons, j 
All this has come to any end. Parlia- j 
ment will no longer take the lead. The 
press and the platforms must do the \ 
work of educating the nation. 

"One thing always strikes a new | 
member, especially a man of business — 
the extraordinary waste of time, It 
seemed to me the most unbusiness-llke 
place f was ever in. lint you get ac- 
customed to it. 

"I knew one member who bad a bill. 
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It was blocked every day, and ho sal 
up through the whole session (ill two, 
three or four o'clock for a chance of 
gel ting n day to move it. lie died at 
the end of the session from exhaustion. 
Now after twelve o'clock strikes you 
can go home. 

"The House used to be so full when I 
first went to Parliament that you had 
to be careful of your seat or you would 
lose It. Now there are seldom more 
than 100 or 150 members in the House 
at one time except at Important do- 
bates. 

"Orators hava practically disappear- 
ed, but speakers are abundant. At the] 
time of l'ltl 1 suppose there were 
scarce ,10 men who ever spoke In Par- 
liament. Now 1 suppose there are sev- 
eral hundreds who can speak well. 
The nation is much men' trained in] 
public speaking than it used to lie. 

"All tho signs of the times now point 1 
to a very earnest House of Commons, 
containing a great number of genuine 
reformers and God-fearing men." 



POLAR INSTITUTE. 

Warburton Pike Writes to Dawson 
Institute Which Seeks Pole. 

At a meeting of the Alaska Yukon 
Polar Institute held at Dawson on .Ian. 
Hi, wlien letters were read from ninny 
notable travelers and Arctic travelers, 
the following letter from Mr. Warburton 
Pike of this city was included: 

"Will you kindly convey to your hoard 
of directors my grateful appreciation of 
the great honor they have done me in 
electing me an honorary member of the 
Yukon Polar Institute. It was very 
pleasant to meet Willi istich ample recog- 
nition of the little exploratory work that 
1 hove been able to curry out in your 
northern latitudes. 

"Your institute has a great field of 
usefulness before it, and your proposals 
are made on such rational lines Hint sub- 
stantial help from various governments 
should certainly he forthcoming for the 
anticipated polar expedition. 

"1 have always thought that the most 
likely way of 'reaching the pole lay in 
the employment of men und dogs thor- 
oughly used to the Vicissitudes of north- 
ern travel, backed up by stifflclont funds 
to provide ever ythlilg thai: might possibly 

'.'I 'have never quite liked the sugges- 
tion of u 'dash to the pole.' It seems to 
me that this involves n much mine seri- 
ous dasli back lo the nearest base of 
supplies, without: available time to make 
careful observations or following up any 
ecleuiiiic studies that might suggest 
Utehiseves when the long-desired spot is 
renched. A well disciplined body of men 
engaged in breaking down the ice hum- 
mocks and Inking forward relays of pro- 
visions should be able to get enough 
supplies to a spot within easy reach of 
I lie reduced force chosen for the last 
stage.

The English 

Labor Party 



British Leader Says Movement 
Outcome of Popular 
Suffrage. 



Government is of the People for 
the People and By the 
People. 



To the January number of the "Nine- 
teenth Century," J. Keir llardie, .the 
'British labor leader, contributed an ar- 
ticle on tin: course Of the labor party 
in the general election which lias just 
closed. In bis forecast, he said that the 
growth of the party, bad been rapid and 
that its power would be shown as never 
before, and certainly the results of the 
polling hitherto make good bis prophecy 
and constitute one of the great surprises 
of a surprising contest. According to 
tins authority the labor party in Groat 
Britain is the natural outcome of popu- 
lar suffrage and the labor movement is 
on a sounder basis than ever before. It 
may bo described as the outward mani- 
festation of the determination of the dis- 
inherited democracy to have government 
of the people, for the people, by the 
people. The foundation of the party is 
in the trades unions, and its inspiration 
so we are told, is the socialism of tile 
independent labor organization; but it 
has allies in the Fabian societies and the 
co-operative associations, affiliated with 
the Labor Representation Committee. 
To this body all such societies pay 
thirty shillings a year on each 1,000 
members, to meet working expenses, and 
one penny a member for a parliament- 
ary fund, which provides for the elec- 
tion expenses of labor candidates and 
the payment of a salary of £200 a year 
for each one elected to parliament. Some 
of the trades already levy one shilling a 
year on each member, and that scheme 
can be readily adopted by all of them, 
so that if need be the 2,500,000 mem- 
bers can raise a political fund of £112,- 
500, and hardly feel the tax. The co- 
operative associations are said to be 
very prosperous, and ready to make up 
a handsome fund by a moderate levy. 

It in the custom in selecting labor 
candidates for parliament to have a 
trade union declare the number it is 
ready to support, and then ballot for 
representative men. Each constituency 
chooses its candidate from among these, 
and the Labor Representation Commit- 
tee has the privilege of approval on con- 
dition that each candidate pledges him- 
self to form or join a distinct group In 
parliament, and not identify himself 
with the policy or interest of any polit- 
ical party. This policy of independent 
action on all issues touching labor rose 
of necessity out of the character of the 
trades unions, the members of which are 
of every description of opinion from 
strict conservative to socialist, and of- 
ten indisposed to act together stive in 
one cause. The first workingmen elect- 
ed lii parliament were Hurt and Mae- 
Donald, chose in 1874; and they were 
liberals naid out of the funds of the 
Miners' union: in 1802, labor candidates 
came forward ;is independents; in the 
following year the independent labor 
party was formed: and ultimately the 
scheme for .alliance with the socialists 
was adopted; so that now a labor can- 
didate may be of any calling or any so- 
cial position though the trades unions

Mr. Hnrdie, speaking, however, before 
tbo many labor victories, said that ho 
did not anticipate any drastic legislation 
in favor of labor from the new liberal 
government, although its various de- 
partments will be sympathetic toward 
trades unionism. In bis opinion, apart 
from the opposition, the figliting parties 
in the new parliament will he the Irish 
and labor parties, not in alliance, mid 
not oven acting on a general understand- 
ing, but usually standing together in u 
division; arid unless the liberal majority 
be very large, which at the present mo- 
ment promises to be. the case, the exist- 
ence of the government will depend 'Oil 
the goodwill Y>C this combination. The 
work to which the labor party is com- 
mitted by its own national congresses 
may be described as divisible into funda- 
mental and expedient reforms. The 
payment of parliamentary salaries was 
formerly regarded n<* fundamental but 
it may now be considered merely as ex- 
pedient, for the party is In a position 
to pay salaries to 2">0 members without 
straining its resources; anil by adopt- 
ing that policy it is the common opinion 
among workingmen that the competition 
.of smart young adventurers will be shut 
Out, which is a notion akin to the old 
tory prejudice against electing any one 
who cannot afford to serve the nation 
for nothing. The enfranchisement of 
■women, however, is ;i fundamental mea- 
sure which the labor leaders will favor, 
and which, so Mr. Hardie, avers, must 
come in time. Another and more ur- 
gent fundamental issue is the provision 
of meals for school children, a policy, 
so runs the argument, involved in that 
of free education. Mr; Hardie assumes, 
as most British writers do, that the 
people have been deteriorating rapidly; 
and ho thinks that two substantial 
meals a day for school children would 
check the physical decay of the race, to 
some extent. The drastic amendment 
of the Unemployed Labor Act is also 
an urgent reform: and the powers of 
the Distress committees must be enlarged 
and til » cost of relief put directly upon 
the public funds, and in cane of defi- 
eioncy, met by treasury grants. More- 
over a yearly provision ought to be made 
for public works, forestry, reclamation 
of waste lands, mid foreshores, and 
other such utilities. Last year the 
trades unions spent $500,000 in weekly 
allowances to the unemployed or sick 
members; and thnt sum, Mr. llardie 
urges, should be supplemented from the 
public funds to the extent of at least 
fifty per cent. Pensions for the aged 
poor is also a part: of the programme of 
legislation. In tho 'matter of education 
tho labor party will demand that the 
nation acquire all schools, finance them 
and employ managers and teachers who 
shall bo a part of the civil service of 
the country, and who shall deal only 
with secular Instruction, though author- 
ized to allow religious instruction, out- 
side of school hours. The trades unions 
moreover will insist on protection for 
their funds and on their right to estab- 
lish nickots in case of strikes, Mr. 
llardie, speaking for himself, favors the 
establishment of a mimimnm living 
wage, in certain Industries, and for an 
eight-hour day. Finally the labor 
party will strive for home rule in cities, 
for the acquisition of bind so that muni- 
cipalities may have the advantage of the 
increased value due to their own growth, 
for Hndertaking any public enterprises 
that seem good to the community, for 
the reduction of military expenditures, 
for a graduated tax on incomes and 
sources of incomes, and finally for tem- 
perance reform. 

All this is full of interest ns giving 
us an insight into one of the active 
though not the powerful elements in 
British politics; and it Is especially val- 
uable as coming from n labor leader who | 
tells us frankly what bis party wants, 
not from opponents of the party an- 
xious to misrepresent, exaggerate and 
substitute inference for simple facts. 
Tin* programme is somewlint startling 
and though it opens up many themes 
for discussion, we must .rest content 
with summarizing it rather than argu- 
ing over it. It is worth while to say. 
none the loss, that Mr. llardie probably 
mistakes what is really the high water 
mark of the labor movement in England 
for the beginning of :i grand future de- 
velopment. The wage earners are part 
of tho present industrial condition, and 
in so far a conservative; they want good 
wages and fair hours, but they mean 
to work honestly for a living: and in 
that policy there is no prospect of re- 
volution. Therefore, the socialist ele- 
ment, is that which fights for new con- 
ditions, not improvements of the old 
ones, anil for distant ideals. It holds 
out the promise of n golden age: and no 
matter bow delusive it may lie, tbo 
charm is potent. Probably Mr'. llardie 
himself does not really look at those 
tilings from the wage earners' point of 
view. He worked in the mines from his 
seventh to his twenty-fourth year; but 
then he became labor leader, journalist 
and politician, and now is editor and 
proprietor of a newspaper, member of 
parliament, and contributor to the mag- 
azines, with reading and gardening for 
his recreations and collecting old Scotch 
ballads and chap-books as his bobby.
